Foarful Destruction of Crops and 


Other Property Reported.

WHO SHOULD USE 


Whistling. 


Captain Burton tells us how tho Arabs, 


dislike to hear a person whistle, called 
by them el sifr. Some maintain that 
the whistler's mouth is not to be purified 
for forty days, while, according to tho 
explanation of others, Satan touching a 
man's body causes him to produce what 
thcr consider an offensive sound. Ine 
natives of the Tonga Islands, Polynesia, 
hold it to be wrong to whistio, as this 
•mt is thouo-ht to be disrespectful to 
God. 
In Iceland the villagers have tho 


same objection to whistling, and so far 
do they carry their superstitious dread 
of it that "if one swings about him a 
stick, whip, wand, or aught that makes 
a whi«tliu<" sound, ho scares from him 
the Holy G'host," while other Icelanders 
who consider themselves free from super- 
stit'ions, cautiously give the advice: "Co 
it, not- for who knoweth what is in tho 
air?" However eccentric these phases 
of superstitious belief may appear to us, 
it must not be forgotten that very simi- 
lar notions prevail at tbe present day 
in this country. A correspondent of 
Kotos and Queries, for instance, relates 
how ono day, after attempting in vain 
to o-ct his dog to obey orders to.pome 
iiito°tbe house, his wife tried to coax it 
bv whistling, when she was suddenly 
interrupted -by a servant, a Roman 
Catholiu, who exclaimed, in most pite- 
ous accents, "If you. please, ma'.ara, 
don't 
whistle—even-time • a woman 


whistles the heart of the blessed Virgin 
bloods." In some "districts of'North 
Germany the .villagers say that if one 
whistles in the evening it makes the 
angels weep. Speaking, however, of 
ladies in connection with \vhis:ling,_it is 
a wide-spread superstition that it is at 
all times unlucky for them to whistle, 
which, according to one .li'guml, orig- 
inated in tho circumstance that while 
the nails for our Lord's cross wore being 
foro-ed a woman stood by and whistled. 
Curiously enough, however, one very 
seldom hoars any of the fair sex indulg- 
ino- in this recreation, although there is 
no-Dreason, as it has been often pointed 
out, why they should not whistle with as 
much facility as the opposite sex. One 
cause, perhaps,apf the absence of this 
custom among0' women may be, in a 
measure, due to the distortion to the 
features which it occasions. Thus we 
know how Minerva cast away with an 
imprecation the pipe which afterward 
proved'so fatal to Marsyas, when she 
beheld in the water the disfigurement of 
her face caused by her musical per- 
formance. There are numerous in- 
stances on record, nevertheless, of ladies 
whistling at public entertainments,- and 
charmin" their audience with the grace- 
ful ease with- which they performed 
such airs as "The Blue Bells of Scot- 
land," or "The Mocking Bird." In- 
deed, not many years ago, at a gra_,. 
provincial concert, two asters excited 
much admiration' by tho clever and 
artistic way in -which they.whistled a. 
duet.—Gcittleman"s- Magazine. 


Hedges 


The surrounding of gardens _ and 


farms with hedges or live fences is an 
imported idea, originating m a country 
where labor was abundant and where 
trees and shrubs withstand severe prun- 
ins with far less injury than they do in 
the United States. In Great Britain, 
whence we have derived our notions of 
hedges and evergreen trees, the clipped 
yew" and the closely shorn hawthorn 
hed^ewere at one time the things which 
tested the skill of the gardening fra- 
ternity, but nowadays the distorted yuw 
is not'considered a thing of beauty, and 
the hawthorn hedges arc disappearing 
on-many farms which were once cut up, 
in checker-board style, with lines ot 
livino- green. That thu hawthorn hedge 
is a beautiful object when in bloom, leaf 
or loaded' with fruit, no ono will deny; 
but it occupies more land than a fence, 
is.» refuge for many kinds of vermm 
and requires much land to keep it in 
order. In Great Britain good land; is 
too valuable to be used or occupied with 
hodo-es, and in the United States labor 
is too 'costlv to employ it in keeping 
hedges in order, especially on the farm. 


If hedges are not pruned annually 


they soon"become unsightly and worth- 
less, either for use or ornament. In the 
thousands of miles of hedges set out m 
the Western States, one seldom finds 
even one mile that has been, properly 
pruned after the first two or three years, 
and the result is long rows of brush, but 
not a hedge that will turn stock, or that 
could be considered an ornament to the 
farm. To keep a hedge in order costs 
more than the repairs required on an 
ordinary wood fence, and where timber 
is plentiful and cheap, boards or rails 
are the best material for making a sub- 
stantial fence. The barbed wire is cer- 
tainly a great invention, and while we 
cannot say that we-like it as a fencing 
material, there is no denying; its value 
for all regions where timber is scarce or 
dear. 
A well-kept and well-grown hedge is 


certainly a very ornamental addition to 
a farm or garden, and when the owner 
can afford it we would recommend both 
the deciduous and evergreen kinds, the 
latter for ornament and protection from 
cold winds, and the former in place ot 
fences. For evergreen hedges in this 
country we have nothing better than the 
hemlock spruce and the American arbor 
vita!, as both bear the shears well, and 
can be readily kept in a close, compact 
form. Cattle will break into nearly all 
kinds of evergreens, although in the 
South the evergreen thorn will usually 
turn stock; but in the North this thorn 
is somewhat tender, and where tho 
plants do not die down, tho leaves arc 
cut by frosts, leaving them a dull, yel- 
lowish color in winter. The hawthorn, 
so much used in Great Britain for 
hedges, does not succeed in this coun- 
try;°and while our native species grow 
readily and soon make an almost im- 
penetrable hedge, they arc so liable to 
the attacks of various insects that they 
cannot bo recommended for this pur- 
pose. 
, 
, 
The Osage orange has long been _a 


favorite hedge-plant in the West, and it 
is probably one of the best, but it grows 
very'rapidly- requiring constant atten- 
tion in pruning;.and iJt this is neglected 
tho lower branches die off, leaving the 
stems bare, at the very point where tbe 


needs to be thickest and best: IL

In traveliog through 
the Western States some good Osage 
oranc-e hedges • may be seen, but the 
majority-'of'them show neglect. In- 
stead of being an ornament to the farm, 
they are decidedly the opposite, and the 
faring"they surround would look better 
without them. 
' It is both a waste of time and money 
to plant a hedge of any kind if it is to 
be neglected, for in such eases they are 
neither useful nor ornamental, and it 
will cost more to dig out the plants and 
burn them than it did to purchase and 
set them out. The three-thorned acacia 
or honey locust is another very good 
bedo-e plant for the North as well as 
South, especially for farmers who want 
a very strong hedge, but' the plants 
OTOW rapidly and require about the 
same amount of care in the way of 
pruning as the Osage orange, although 
they will thrive in colder regions or fur- 
ther north.

Having studied this subject of hedges 


and hedging for a number of years, and 
having had some experience with the 
various kinds of plants used for this 
purpose, we have come to the conclu- 
sion that it is only where fencing timber 
is verv scarce that farmers can afford to 
plant" hedges as a fence to keep in their 
own or keep out their neighbors' stock. 
The first cost is but a trifle, but the after 
care in order to make tho hedge effect- 
ive is where the real cost'comas.m: The. 
same is true with ornamental hedges 'in, 
o-ardens, for the annual pruning is al- 
most equal to the lirst cost of pruning. 
Of course this is no objection where the 
owner can afford it, but to those who 
cannot, the hedge becomes an expensive 
ornament or an unsightly object on a 
man's grounds.—N. Y. Sun.
